Wales Coal Strike 
Perils Huge Navy 
1 of Great Britain 


Walkout of 150,000 Men 
Also Would Curb Mar 
Munition Output. 


NATION AS MINER? 


(By Cable te The Ohieago Tribune.) 

LONDON, July 16.—Great Britain to- 
night faces an internal peril that is trou- 
bling the cabinet more for the moment 
than the war itself. 

The country is in danger of a coai short. 
age that may cripple industry, hamper the 
production of munitions, and even em- 


barrass the admiralty in the operations of | 


the fleets. 
The e was brought on by the action 
of 160,000 miners in the South Wales coal 


fielde, who laid down their tools today 
and refused to go to work. They want 
more pay and say that regardless of na- 
tional needs and the appeals of David 
Lioyd-George they are not going to work 
until they get it. 


British Take Reserve Coal. 
The situation thus created is regarded 
as #0 alarming that the British admi- 


ralty this afternoon issued a prociama- 


tion taking over all the reserve supplies 
of coal in Wales. A fuel crisis is near. 

Tonight David Liloyd-George, minis- 
ter of munitions, announced the members 
of the general munitions tribunal for 
Wales and nnn Deewe 
munitions act. 

These men are Robert Wallace, K. C. 
a distingufsed jurist, chairman; Sir Grit 
‘fith Thomas, one of the wealthiest of the 
Welsh coal operators: and Councilor 
Tora Griffiths, we will represent the 
employés. * 


These men Will attempt to persuade the 
strikers to resume their werk. If soft 
measures fail, there is no doubt that the 
government will speedily adopt stringent 
measures, provided for in the munitions 
act, possibly declaring the South Wales 
coal fiekés a military district under mar- 
tial law. 

Bo far there has been no viotenes. The 
men, however, display a stubborn de- 
termination to get what they want— 
an advafice of 5 per cent on existing hates 
of pay and a settlement of whether the 
wages agreement now drawn up should 
be for a period of three years, as the men 
demand, or for the duration of the war, as 
owners demand—and not to work 
until they get it, no matter what danger 
may menace the nation as a result. There 
is one exception, and that is a part of the 
western district of South Wales, where 
some of the miners have agrese to re- 
sume work. 

But it is not the strike, threatening to 
the welfare of the country, though it is 
at such a time, that is viewed with most 


alarm. It is the significance which must 


be attached to such an action by an im- 
mense body of men employed in pro- 
ducing what is the primary requiremen+ 
to all munitions—the means to make mo- 
Contempt for War Measure. 

They have struck in the face of the 
government’s declaration that strikes 
will not be tolerated, undermining, as 
they do of necessity, the rapid manufac- 
ture of war implementa. 

By their conduct it ie considered that 
they have displayed a perfect contempt 
for the measure Lioyd-George provided 
against such contingencies, a law that all 
Strikers are subject to a One of $15 a day, 
in default of which * e eee 
oned.

»The object ot this pübliea tion is to ad- 
duce only such violations of the interna- 
tional law as have been perpetrated di- 
rectly end individually against nationals 
of the d i monarchy; it therefore does 
not incluc the evidences of numerous ex- 
_etedingly grave breaches of the law 
which affected Austria-Hungary in an 
indirect and general way. 

Such breaches are to be found in the 
arbitrary and unlawful declaration of 
France and Great Britain with regard ro 
the status of Morocco, Egypt, and Cyprus 
in the violation of the rights ot neutral 
nations, and in the systematic disregard 
of the regulations provided by maritime 
law. 

“The preposterous claim of the hostile 
nations to the right to subject the entire 
population of large countries to famine 
mußt be stigmatized as a sacrilegious vio- 
lation of the rules of warfare. 

“ No less sacrilegious is the act of tho 
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actually inspiring, the unprecedetited at- 
tation of a press which disseminates lies 
fosters hatred. Most of the excesses 
which thousands of innocent and de 
fenseless. people have fallen victims are 
the direct outcome of that agitation. 


Scope of Publication Limited. 

|“ The Collection of Evidence,” ae now 
published for general information, can- 
not convey even a faint ides of the decay 
which the notions of international law 
have undergone, and which in the course 
of a féw months have destroyed many a 
hope. , 
“It may, however, furnish some facts 
for ‘the reflection of those whose judg- 
ment has remained unbiased as to who 
is responsible for the collapse of the law 
of nations and of the sense of morality 
in a war brought on by our enemies for 
the purpose of cfushing nations engaged 
in the peaceful pursuit of the biessing of 
civilization, and a’ to who has the right 
to claim that he is fighting this hotly con- 
tested struggle for the sak? of liberty and 
humanity. 


_ Naties Withheld by 
© The names of a number of witnesses 
have been withheld at their special re- 
quest; they have reasons to fear that the 
publication of their names would tend, as 
long as the passions aroused by the war 
last, to subject them to reprisals and thus 
endanger either their interests or those 
of other persons in hostile countries. 

The identity of all the witnesses has, 
however, been carefully established by 
responsible government officials; the 
names which have for the time being 
been suppressed will be available when 
their publication will not be liable to en- 
tall harm to them or n sufferers of 
the war.” 

A “ typical example” of the treatment 
of Austrians in Belgium is described ina 
letter from an Austrian merchant in the 
perfumery business, who had lived for 
fifteen years in Paris and was forced to 
leave within twenty-four hours. 

Woman Struck with Rifle. 

“The hostility and brutality of the 
population of Brussels towards Germans 
and Austrians,’ he writes concerning his 
journey through Belgium, “ was beyond 
description. From Bruseels we proceed- 
ed to Antwerp, where we were arrested 
by the garde civique on the station plat- 
torm. My poor wife was hurried 
on with the butt ends of the guards’ rifies. 
As she took no heed of this, she was 
struck acroes both legs with a rifle and 
was injured.

These include, 
in Russia. not only the use of dumdum 
bullets, firing on the Red Cross flag and 
ambulances, but organized looting and 
killing of civilians and numerous authen- 
ticated cases of mistreatment of women. 


Jews Beaten and Killed. 
Cases are recorded of looting and killing 
directed especially against Jewish civil- 
lans, who also were forced under the 
lash to work in the trenches during their 
holidays.“ Atrocities committed by the 
Cossacks, assassinations and robberies 
and wanton destruction, all supported by 
conerete instances, were verified, it is 
claimed, after the Austrians reoccupied 
the invaded territory where the alleged 
violations had occurred.

From day to day they make pregress, 
and they seem to be making it at a very 
slight loss of men. I heard definitely 
on June 17, which was slightly over 
three weeks after the beginning of war, 
and a period of time which has already 
put an appreciable crinkle in the map of 
Europe, that the casualties up to that 
time had not passed 22,000 men.

What was the source of his inspiration 
for every great man is inspired unto 
great deeds by. some great motive?. In 
vision, he saw the work of Christ, Christ's 
cause embodied in his church, and in vis- 
ion,, too, he saw this church as the great 
city of God being built gloriously through 
the ages. This church he loved, and to 
this church he dedicated his great pow-

Tender hearted Americans who have twisted 
hope into prediction will get scant comfort from 
the results of the recent war loans, especially the 
spectacular English successes. Judging by the 
most pitiless tests of the economic situation, the 
peoples of the belligerent countries are not feariug 
tinancial exhaustion. . 

After eleven months of war the English have 
een able to place the largest loan in the history 
ot government borrowing in a limited subscription 

period, By a masterful democratic appeal to the 
patriotism of the empire, even the smallest cap- 
italists took part in the loan to the extent of selling 
gilt edge American railroad first mortgages to buy 
a 4% per cent bond of a government that has 
gained no material successes in an already long 
drawn ont war for its continued existence. The 
official ahnouncement placed the figures at $2,925,- 
000,000, with some returns yet to be accounted for. 
Altogether the English government has been able 
to borrow $4,675,000,000 since last autumn without 
any apparent difficuity, and the German govern- 
ment has put $3,500,000,000 out at 5 per cent. 


| The previous high records in any single year were 


$800,000,000 in Germany and $1,335,000,000 in 
England. . 

To speak of financial exhaustion is to place a 
Umit on an uncertain equation. With the Ger- 
mans fighting for what they believe national ex- 
ixtence, the French for the future security of their 
democratic government, and England for the con- 
tinued supremacy of the seas which in ture is held 
neben ry, money and credit will follow the de- 
mands of patriotism.

“The prevalence of the northeast wind 
at Chicago is responsible for its low 
maximum temperatures and compara- 
tively cool weather during the warm sea- 
son. With a normal summer tempera- 
ture such as prevailed in- Chicago dur- 
ing the summer of 1910, there were only 
nine days on which 90 degrees wae reached 
or exceeded, while at Davenport there 
were twenty-eight such days, the lake 
wind being the cause of their infrequent 
occurrence in the larger city.”

The hot winds are those which sweep up 
from the west and southwest. The rule 
is that a hot spell lasts as long as 
the wind blows from the southwest. For- 
tunately, the rule is that after a brief 
period of wind from other directions 
during which the temperature rises, a 
shift comes and an east of northeast wind 
lowers it.

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} OR the first time a man without 
university training has received 
the post of minister of education 
in England. Arthur Henderson, 
who received the portfolio of public 

instruction in the recent reorganization 

of the Asquith cabinet, is a workingman 
and a representative of labor. In fact, 
he went to work as an irommolder in New- 
castle at the age of 12. He is a clever 
mechanic; and is by no means ashamed 
that the shape of his hands has been 
spoilt by hard toil. He has not even had 
the advantage of an elementary gram- 
mar school education, and what learning 
he has picked up was obtained at night 
schools after his day's work was done. 

He is an active member of the Wes- 
leyan church, and.as such his appoint- 
ment is a shock to most of the govern- 
ment inspectors of schools, the majority 
of whom are recruited: from the Church 
of England Indeed, at one time they 
were mostly clergymen. 

Arthur Henderson is also a strict tee- 
totaler and ‘is one of the best and most 


workingman. a

As minister of education he steps into 
a salary which, thanks to the recent pool- 
ing of ministerial salaries, will amount 
to $23,000 a year. 

He is a trade unionist of considerable 
experience, owing to his having held 
offices in. connection with the union of his 
trade for many years, and he served on 
various municipal committees as mayor 
of the little manufacturing town of Dar- 
lington, near Newcastle, and on other 
commissiong in the north before being 
returned to parliament at Westminster. 
He is essentially a sane and safe man 
with nothing of the intellectual idealist 
about him, and steers clear of the wild 
language and of the exaggerations of so 
many of the other representatives of labor 
in public life in England, : 

Moreover, he is entirety without side 
and has two of his sone serving, not as 
officers, but in the ranks, against the 
Germans in France. 

One might have thought that there 
would have been an outcry among Eng- 
tish public men, who are nearly all of 
them university graduates, at the idea 
of having a former laboring man who has 
never been to any of the universities, min- 
ister of education.

John Vaughan was lord chief justice of 
England in the reign of Charles II., and 
his tomb is familiar to American visitors 
vo the Temple church in London. 

His son was lord of the admiraity and 
his grandson was raised to the peerage of 
Ireland ar Viscount Lisburne.

THAW TO KNOW | 


New Tork. July 15.—Harry K. Thaw 
slept tonight in Ludlow street jail for the 
last time, perhaps, in his life as a pris- 
oner. Tomorrow morning he is to know 
whether the future holds for him Mattea- 
wan or freedom. Supreme Court Justice 
Hendrick will then announce his decision 
on the motion, made tocay, to have the. 
order committing Thaw to Matteawan in 
1908 formally vacated. 

The crowd which cheered Thaw today 
in his short trip across Chambers street 
from the sheriff's office to the courtroom 
was larger and more boisterous than that 
which hailed him yesterday and congrat- 
ulated him on the verdict of the jury 
which found him a sane man 


Although Justice Hendrick has not yet 
nndunced whether he agreec with the 
jury's verdict, by which he is not bound 
in reaching his decision, there was hardly 
aman or woman among the thousands 
that applauded Thaw who doubted what 
the court's decision would be. They 
seemed to take it for granted Thaw would 
be freed. 

Legal formalities today were brief. | 
They consisted in Thaw's appearance de- 
fore Justice Hendrick and the forma! mo- 
tion of John B. Stanchfield, chief of the 
Thaw lawyers, that the writ be vacated, 
Decision on the motion was reserved, in 
conformity. with Justice Hendrick’s an- 
nouncement of yesterday, till tomorrow. 


If the decision is in Thaw's favor, the 
state will appeal, according to Deputy 
Attorney General Cook. There would 
then come before the court the matter of 
bail for Thaw until the appeal should be 
decided. The state has signified that it 
would oppose Thaw's release on bail, but 
that if it should lose this point, it would 
ask that the bond be made high, 640,000 
or thereabouts.
